The combination of Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA), Deutsch (US Patent 
No.3,881 ,156) and Yamamoto et al. (US Patent No. 5,040,234), the closest references, do not 
teach or fairly suggest: 

a measurement start command transmission control means which selectively sends 
measurement start commands to the individual input modules, being provided as a control 
means; and the measurement start command transmission control means being a memory, 
which stores in tabular format the input modules to which measurement start commands are to 
be sent in the measurement start command transmission timing.
